SHREWSBURY, Moss. 
(UPl) — A male birth control 
Implant that causcs temporary 
sterility without affecting sex- 
ual desire Is being developed by 
scientists -at the Worcester 
Foundation for Experimental 
Biology. 

Although the Implant has not 
been tested on humans, scien- 
tists at the 34-ycar-oId center, 
where rcscach yielded a birth 
controi.pUl for women In 1956, 
report the device has bc«n 
successfully used in laborolory 
animals. 

Dr. Shiva Sakscna. a scientist 
working on the project, Friday 
said tho male contraceptive Is 
made of a specially designed 
plastic lube about two cen- 
timeters long. It Is ruled with 
three milligrams of the 
hormone prosta-glondln. 

Saksena said the steady slow 
release of the prosta-glandln 
from an open end in the tube tais 
caused sterility for sbc months 
when placed In the sch)tums ot 
mice, rates, hamsters, and 
rabbits. - 

However, Sakscna said, "The 
-salient point Is there is no loss of 
sexual desire or libido." 

Sakscna said the technique U 
"very different" from other 
types of male'' Urth control 
txlng studied because stcrlctds 
used In other "research hove a 
' short life and cause negative 
side effects, such as enlarge- 
ment of prostrate glands and a 
decreased sex drive. , 

Prosto-glandin seems to haVc 
no effect other than to cause 
mature sperm to break In half 
by apparently causing a higher 
than normal temperature In the 
scrotum, thus, making tlie 
"■sperm Incapable of fertiliza- 
tion, he said.

Constitutional expert 
attacks ERA extension 



SUN VALLEY — ttic man Senator 
Sam Ervln once called the "most 
prominent ConsUtutiocal .authority In- 
the United States" Friday said Equal 
Righta Amendment backers are off 
t>ase tn their drive to extend the 
amendment's rotlficatlon period. 

Dr. Jules B. Gerard, a law professor 
with the Washhigton University 
sdMXil ot law In St Louis, Mo., told 
state legators galhued' for the 
annual conference ot the American 
Legislative Excliange Council, that an 
extension of the time pcjiod "voids 
the ratifications of the states" whldi 
' already have endorsed the ERA. 

G^vird said most states ulilch 
ratified the ERA agreed the proposed 
O^tltutfctnal amendment must be 
siqqxHrted by 38 states within the 
original -seven-year time period. He 
sold Congress has to accept that the 
states tbemsdvcs endorsed the time 



limit. 

- Gerard was recently praised by 
former Sen. Ervln. who cdiducted the 
Wat^gatc bearings, for his work as a 
Constitutional scholar. 

Speaking on "the state and federal 
Constitution amending process," 
Gerard said "the olisolute prcrc- ' 
qulsltc of a Constitutional amendment 
Is concensus of the people." 

No amcndcmnt to the Constitution 
should be - adi^ted whldi docs not 
have the solid support of the 
American citizens, hcsald. ■ 

Gerald also said It was "nonsense" 
to say states couldn't rescind earlier' 
raliflcuUons o? the EpA Just because 
the ConsUtutlorf doesn't describe ia 
rcsclnslon process. That Is like say- 
ing. Congress can't repeal a law 
because the Constitution doesn't de- 
cribe that process, Gerard said.

to reduced production on the part of 
the American timber industry, arid a 
loss of markets to Imported timber. 

Mueller said the Intent of the 
original 19C4 ^Vlldemcs Act had been 
Ignored. That act called for a review 
of au roadless forest lands he said, 
with some lands being designated for 
lumber operations and others set 
aside for other purposes. 

But lew roadless areas have ever 
been opened up, Mueller said, and 
attempts to allow logging have pre- 
vented through lcn{^ty ivpeals and 
court suits by environmental 
organlzotlons. 

This has reduced the silpply of 
timber avallobic to amerlcan lumt)er 
companies, he said, and has also left 
somccomponles uncertain If they can 
continue lumbering opcratldnsln the 
future. 

Tho Boise Coseasc operation closed 
Its sawmill In McCall because of a 
tlmt>er shortage, directly attributable 
to the roadless lands question, 
' MucUlcr said. 
■■'Foreign -lumlKir imports arc also 
ln<;reaslng, Mueller said. Canadian 
Imports havo increased 37 percent in 
the I ost year, he added, while tho U.S. 
forest Indus^ has come to a screech- 
ing halt." 

Mueller warned the McCall sawmill 
might not be tho only lumtxirlng 
opcrotlon which would have to be 
closed down. "We cannot continue to 
operate our sawmills' unless wo have 
the roadless question resolved,',' he 
said. '''

He said If the Oepartment of Interior doesn't 
acknowledge the application within 10 days to 2 
weetcs, the state should then fllo a lawsuit. He said 
there were legal staff members within the depart- 
ment that would causc.a problem by contending tljat 
some' of the selections by the state were being 
considered for wilderness classification.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Attorney Wlliiam Kunstler and , 
•defendants In the Chicago Seven riot conspiracy trial ■ 
. asl(cd a federal court ' Friday to dismiss their 
contempt citations on grounds the Judge and 
prosecutors conspired against lliem. ' 

Kunstler said senior U.S. Districl Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman, federal prosecutors and the FBI "we're In a 
criminal conspiracy to impose contempt citations 
long before the trial ever began." 

Kunstler also charged In the motion in U.S. District 
Court that U.S. District Judge William J. Campbell, 
who was chief judge of the District Court at the time 
of the lOCO trial, served as an Informer who " 
transmitted Information from Hoffman to FBI

JUNEAU, Alusita (UPI) — A' twIn-englnc am- 
phibious plane with II people 'on board crashed in 
Sumner Strait in southeastern Alaska Friday, and 
officials said there wcrejio known survivors.

Soviet test 

AOItS, Sweden (UPI) — The Soviet Union set off an 
underground nuclear explosion In an isolated region 
of central Siberia that registered 5.2 on the open- 
ended Richter scale, the Swedish defense department 
observatory said Friday. 

The explosion occurred .at 7 p.m. (2 p.m. EDT. 
TCtiursday, and the signals .received correspond to 
those of a fairly strong oxplo.slon in hard rock. 

The Hagfors observatory said the Soviet Union 
detonates one nuclear device in this area annually 
and that the explosion was within the 150 klloton limit 
of the test-ban treaty.

The machinists set up pickets outside the New York 
Times, Dally News and New York Post and vowed to 
slay out until they wona new contract. . 

Tlic papers have 'been shut down since Aug. 9, when - 
the l,C00-mcmbcr Printing Pressmen's Local No. 2 
wallccd off the Job to protest new work rules aimed at - 
reducing pressroom manpower. 

U.N, walkout 

GENEVA. Switzerland (UPI) — Western countries 
walked out of the U.N. Conference on Racism Friday 
night over a resolution condemning "collaboration 
between the Zionist slate of Israel and the racist 
rcglmcofSoulhAfrlco." . • 

The nine members of the Common Market plus 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand walked out when 
a final resolution contatnlng the phrase was approved 
by the outomotic Communlst-Third World majority. 

The West' had warned earlier It would quit the 
meeting if any reference were made ' equating 
ZIonlsnt with l-acism. 

Air Canada shut down 

MONTREAL (UPI) — Air Canada, beset by 
crippling nationwide wildcat strikes by ground 
crewmcmbers, abruptly shut down Indefinitely Its 
entire worldwide operation Friday. 

The government-owned airline's lost flights were 13 
planes summoned home from Europe jammed with 
travelers who had faced being stranded abroad In the 
peaksummertravel period. 

Air Canada President Claude Taylor, who had 
averted a pilots* walkout only 24 .hours earlier, , 
ordered the shutdown before dawn In response to 
strikes Thursday tiy the International Association of 
Machinists, which rejected a tentative contract.

■will Ik llublo lu judicial challenge 
when it claims "national security" 
exemptions from Freedom of 
Iniormaiion requests. Ihc U.S. Court 
of Appeals has ruled. 

The court Thursday returned two 
disputed FOl cases to Ihe U.S. District 
Court with instructions that . the 
Judges may aslc tlie agency for more 
Justification on^why it is withhojding 
documents under ■•■national security", 
or "Investigative" exemptions. 

It ^a^ ruled the Judges may 
demand to Inspect the (lies in private 
If they arc not satisfied by Ihc CIA's 
explanations.

—John Marks, a former State 
Department official who came under 
CIA InvcstlgoHon as co-author of an 
uncomplimentary book on the agency.

Schapp, who sued CIA Director 
Slansficld Turner to find out what thc 
agency had on them in its files. 

Marlts left the department' In I<J70 
and, in 1972, joined former CIA officer 
Victor Morchettl In writing "The CIA 
and the Cult ot Intelligence," a highly 
critical review of the agency's opera- 
tions 

The CIA got court permission to 
censor Ihi: txwk, but only pjirlialiy.< 

In 1976,' Marks made an FOI request 
for all Information the CIA had on hlnT 
OS a private citizen, a State Depart- 
ment employee and, later, as a 
congressional aide. 

The CIA Identified 41 documcnLs but 
-bnly released 12 in their entirety. 

Marks appealed to the U.S. District 
Court In Washington, but It accepted 
the CIA's claim the withheld 
tpaterials were exempt unilcr various 
security regulations.

' But the council didn't go far enough. Instead 

• of only freezing the salaries of several 

■ administrators, It should have clamped down 
: on the salaries of all city employees, thus 
' .eliminating the cries of "discriminatlon"_from 

■ city administrators. 

: By a 4-3 margin, the council froze the 
: salaries of Its' 16 top city adrninlstration 
officials. The action was taken after the 

■ council boosted each salary in an arbitrary 
: manner to a new level. 

But as a result of the council 's move, starting 
next year these officials won't get automatic, 
. quarterly, cost-of-living wage increases which 
; have become traditional In the city depart- 
; ments. _ 

Affected by the move are the city manager, 

■ assistant city manager, public works director, 

■ sewage plant superintendent, police-chief, fire 

• chief, airport manager, planning director, city 
: clerk, treasurer, jsyater stiperintendent, parks 
; superintendent, street superintendent, build- 

inginspector, recreation director, and electri- 

■ cm Inspector. 

: These officials were picked arbitrarily and 
: don't represent the top paid officials in the city. 
: For example, the assistant fire chief who isn't 
: on the list makes more than the building 
- inspector who is. 

Other city employees, including the assistant 

fire chief, will continue to receive the same 
' base pay and benefits as last yeaV, and they 
: also retained automatic, quarterly,, cost of 

livingraises. 
It is one thing for the council to recognize a 

need for saving measures in the city budget, 

but it is quite another story to initiate these 
: savings in an atmo^ere of urgency and 

without adequate thought.

For example, as a result of tht> council's 
action of allowing some city employees to 
continue receiving automatic raises while 
others do not, some work^ may soon be 
making more than their department heads. 
The assistant fire chief, for instance, coilld 
eventually make more than the fire chief. 

The council obviously forgot to take this into 
consideration. 

Certainly, it is important that the City of 
Twin Falls keep, a keen eye on -salaries and 
expenses. It also is important- that spending be 
kept to a minimum while maintaining 
adequate services for taxpayers. 

But is the answer one of doling out automatic 
raises to some people and leaving others' 
wages to the whim of the council? 

The answer to this question Is no for several 
reasons. First, it tends to politicize wage 
Increase decisions and give the council 
authority to pick and choose who will get raises 
based not on merit but rather on a personal like 
ordlsllke. 

Secondly, an arbitrary freeze could affect 
morale in the^city administrators offices. One 
gets a raise, and another doesn't. 

It already has set minds wondering why the 
council. gave some city administrators a .1 
percent raise while others received a boost of 
10 percent in the latest juggling of salaries. 

Finally, there is the question of whether 
Twin Falls wants to remain competitive with 
other cities and private businesses, Dis- 
gruntled employees are much easier prey for 
other jobs in Id^o. 

It's a touchy nerve the council has touched, 
and it appears the council has aggravated it 
"even more by only, going Halfway In its wage 
policy. 

To be consistent and fair to its wage earners, 
the council should move to freeze the salaries 
of all city wage'eamers or go back to its policy 
of automatic raises for everybody.

In point ol fact, says Professor , 
Coleman, blacks increasingly hove 
turned to Catholic parochial schools In 
order to escape "the low educational 
standards, disorder, physical danger 
and moral risk they sec In the public 
school to which their child has been 
assigned." .He would enlarge the 
opportunities for freedom of choice, 
first througli the voluntary transfer of 
minority children to schools of their 
choice anywhere in a,glvcn state, and 
second through th(^' use of tuition 
vouchers "to be used In any ac- 
credited school, public or private." 

Desegregation can be made to work 
In our inaJoE cities, Professor Col- 
eman believes, but only through some 
radical changes In thinking at high' 
levels. There must be less coercion by 
government and more Incentives 
toward voluntary cooperation with 
parents. Wo should rid ourselves of 
the "curiously racist" notion that 
nll*black, schools arc inherently 
inferior. This simply is not so.^Of 
great Importance, state legislatures . 
must prevent sutnirban school di- 
stricts from barring transfers by 
inncr-clty children. 

, The original Coleman Report of i960 
was widely publicized. It vfaa cited as 
scholarly authority in' dozens of court 
opinions. The professor ' now has 
confessed error, fioldly and courage- 
ously, and has done his best to correct 
the record. But don't hold your breath 
until the Judges who cited Coleman I 
begin to Cite Colman 11 Instead.

The 
prayer of the Church is with us." 
, The cardinals, who took throe vows 
of secrecy before entering the con- 
clave, will meet beneath Michela- 
ngelo's "Last Judgment" fourtimesa 
day starting Saturday to vote on a 
successor to Pope Paul as spiritual 
loader to the world's nearly 700 
million Roman Catholics. 

Vlllot, 72, wearing the orange robes 
of his office, led. his rcd-cassockcd 
fellow cardinals In a Latin prayer: 



"Oh God, Eternal Pastor, who 
rulest Thy (lock witti assiduous care, 
grant Thy Churcti, lii Thy Immense 
mercy, a pastor who is to Thy liking 
forhlssaintllness and who will help us 
wllh his vigilant concpm." 
' Vlllot ui^cd the priAccs to lay .aside- - 
personal Interests or resentments and 
exhorted them: 

"Imagine that Jesus Is addressing 
himself to us in this hour of the 
conclave, as he did to his apostlca In 
the supper room, that he Is loolilng.

Chinese, 
Vietnamese 
battle 

BANGKOK, Thnliand <UPn — 
More than 2,000 ethnic Chinese 
stranded at the border "Friendship 
Pass" battled Vietnamese security 
pePBonnol Friday with knives, sticks 
and rocks. Seven people were re- 
ported killed and scores more injured 
on both sides. 

The New China' News Agency said' 
four Chinese were killed while Radio 
Hanoi reported three deaths on the 
Vietnamese sido In the bloodiest clash 
between the two feuding parties In 
their escalating border Incidents. . 

The "Friendship Pass," site of the 
clash and 90 miles northeast of Hanoi, 
was so named when China and 
Vietnam were cordial allies. 

Hours after the encounter, Chinese 
Vice Foreign Minister Chang Hat- 
fentf summoned Vietnamese. Am- 
bassador to Peking, Ngcycn Trong 
Vlnb; and protested over the "pro- 
vocative incident," the official 
Chlnesenewsagencysnld. , ■ 

Radio Hanoi monitored In Bangkok 
said two Vietnamese officials and one 
cameraman were killed and 25 others 
Injured when the Chinese, "rushed" 
Hanoi's border security officials. 

An official protest to the Chinese 
Embassy In Hanoi called the Incident 
a "ruthless action" and "part of a 
pre-arranged Chinese plan: The 
Chinese side must bo held entirely 
responsible for this serious Incident." 

The Chinese protest In Peking said 
the Incident was Irltjgcred by the- 
Vietnamese when they used. "bet ween 
one to two hundred army and public 
security men to pull down thb 
shcllcrs" where the Chinese have 
beenllviiig. " 

More than 2,000 Chinese Heclng 
from' Vietnam have been stranded at 
the border checkpoint ari^atf since 
July 12, when Peking decreed that 
these ethnic Chinese would not be' 
. allowed In unless they possess exit 
permits Issued by the Chinese Em- 
bassy In Hanoi. ■ 

"Wielding bayonets, daggers aild 
sticks and hurling sloiics, the Vlel- 
iiiiniesc criielly bent up and drove 
away the two thousand (Ifld Chinese 
residents," said lhe_ Chinese news 
agency dispatch monitored In Hong' 
Kong.

Prima and his second wife, singer 
Kccly-Sm{th, began what was sup- 
posed lo be a brief engagement in Las 
Vegas at thcSahara Hotel In 1954, He 
stayed five years and was- credited 
with virtually creating the nlghlshow 
business on Ihe Las Vegas Strip, He 
later moved to several other hotels, 
including- the Sands and the Las 
Veg.is union. 

"He was the blggesi thing lhat ever 
happened to Vegas," said jazz 
clarinetist Pele Fountain, "This man 
could entertain all night with his 
singing, -dancing and playing. He 
worked hud and he always had good

He opened a club with his brother 
U'on on Bourbon Street, but later 
grew to'dislike'lhc famous street.

^ Trailing behind the president

ON THE SALMON RIVER, Idaho 

— A day and a- night spent chasing 
President, Carter down this wild rtver 
has taught me a lesson: Never face 
the wilderness without banana pan- 
cakes. 

It Is also helpful to have syrup, 
snusage, scrambled eggs and coffee, 
trailed in a huge p<>t, dvcr an open fire. 
These were the Items on the breakfast 
menu Thursday morning when those 
of us on three prcr^; ralLi ro^e to ' 
pursue Carter down the Middle Fork 
totheSalmonRiver. 

Not that It wasn't rough. We only 
had a choice l>etween grapefruit and 
canteloupc with breakfast that mom-* 
_ log. JniercjArcninQ strawberries. 

Carter and his party spent three 
days on the river riding In big rubber 
rafts that had splashboards to keep 
the occupants dry in white water and . 
big oars called sweeps tore and aft to 
steer the clumsy craft. 

Tagging along behind were the. 
press rafts carrying newspaper and , 
television reporters, ■ photographers 
and a TV camera crew. They were 
there for what Is called business 
protection. That Is, If Carter broke his 
oar (which he did) or something 
worse befell him, someone would be 
there to report it. 

But Carter's aides were Insistent 
upon one condition. The press would 
have to stoy far enough behind so that 
they could, not sec the president and 
he could not see them. 

It was like a game of hide and seek 
In which the rules dictated that the 
. seekers perpetually lose. When the . 
press rafts threatened to round a bend 
in the river and actually float within 
sight of -the president, nervous aides 
quickly .directed the press rafts into 
the nearest eddy until the danger 
passed. 



I Joined this gome Wednesday 
afternoon and stayed with It until 
Carter stepped ashore at the con- 
fluence of the Salmon River and Ita 
Middle Fork Thursday afternoon. 

That figured out to be about 24 hours 
of brifothtaking scenery and a 
"wilderness experience" tempered 
cnougli to embarrass n tenderfoot. 

But my trip was very much like 
Carter's. We certainly saw the same 
scenery. And the same outfitters, 
Norm and Bill Guth of Salmon, Idoho, 
' handled both Carter's raft and those 
for thepjcss. 

Like Carter, we rode In a sweep 
boat. It Is the battleship of river 
■rafting. Only In the rau^cst rapids 
did this craft buck and Jump and 
splash llS' occupants. Otherwise' it 
offered a rather- placid ride throu^ 
white water that seemed, at least to 
my Inexperienced eye, capable of 
dunking us ail. 

My first afternoon of Carter- 
chasing began with a ride from Boise 
In a Marine helicopter (for whidi I 
and other reporters will pay our 
appropriate share, as with everything 
else on the trip). An Introduction to 
Idaho's mountains from a low-flying 
hcljcoptcr is the way presidents do It 
and Is as close to a magic carpet ride 
OS 20th century man is likely to get. 

The big chopper put us down on a 
grassy spot at riverside, about SO 
miles from the mouth-of the Middle 
Fork. Brilliant sunshine bathed the 
mountains that rose on each side of us 
we pyshcd off Into the current. 

The newspcoplc were not alone, on 
the rafts. ■ White House Press. 
Secretary .Jody Powell was along, 
demonstrating that he can catch fish 
with single-minded- determination 
even when they have to be thrown 
back as local regulations require. A 
second White House staff mcmtwr, 
Anne Edwards, went along to handle 



the details. 

The White House raiilos they car- 
ried buzzed with liic code words so 
popular with the military who run the 
communications. Somebody named 
"Choperone" talked on the radio to 
someone else answering tc^thc name 
of "CSieckmote," while "Cowpoke" 
interrupted from a third rntllo set. 

This strange and noisy flolIUa didn't 
go unnoticed In the wilderness. The 
lead raft had Just cleared a set. of 
rapids and cntopcd a deep, ciystai- 
dcar pool when the head of an otter 
broke the surface of the water and 
glanced our way. 

The other surfaced several times to 
look us over. We could easily track his 
progress because the water Is so clean^ 
and dear in the Mjddlc Fork. Our 
'txuitman, Dick Monrgomcry. said It 
stays that' way even during spring 
floods. 

After stopping several times to 
avoid a glimpse of the president, we 
landed &e raft at a sandy campsite 
dotted with pines and made ready to 
spend the night. When you camp on 
the Middle Fork you not only bring 
' everything you need In, you take It all 
away with you iis*Wcll, Including your 
ashes, 

Montgomery and hts- fellow 
boatmen mode the night's fire In a 
■ large metal tray they carry. With 
thousands of clampers traveling the 
river each summer, U.S. Forcsit 
Service rcguiatlons forbid fires on the 
ground for fcar that the campsites 
would ^soon become nothing but 
blackened scars. 

The boatmch cbdked steaks to order 
that nl^t. There was hot bread and 
butter, green beans, home fries and 
German chocolate cake, 

. Corter spent— the night - further 
downstream, nearly at the mbiith of 
what Is called Impassable Canyon, it 
Js one of the most Impressive strat-

chcs of scenery on the rfvcr. Craggy 
bluffs rise ncD^jy vertically fhim the, 
river, some reaching OS high as 1,500 
feet above the water. 
We followed Carter through this 
^- canyon and riding 'as he did In swe^ 
boats, the rapids didn't hold teh 
cxcllcmcnt they ml^t have if wc 
were in a smaller open raft equipped 
with coiivcntlonaloars. • 

But even so, as we moved bbyond 
Impassable Canyon, we were treated 
to an example of why Montgomery 
and other boatmen say it never pays 
to be overconfident on the Middle 
Fork. 

The lesson came at ,i lipot called 
Bedsides Rapids, a twisting run ot 
white water protected by lorgc and 
.potentially dangerous boulders. 

Montgomery has run the rapids 
many times but he remembers most 
vividly the time last summer when 
the boot' In which he was riding 
missed the safe p'assagcwoy through 
the rapids and wos flipped over by the 
current when It hit a large rock. 

This time he didn't want to take any 
chances ond steered his boat through 
what looked to be' a safe passage. It 
Wos, but Just barely. 

Montgomery had misjudged by as 
little as two inches the amount of 
water rushing overa submerged rck:k. 
Our boat hung up on the rock, 
suspended amid all that rushing 
water. Wc seoncd In little danger, 
however, but the second of the press 
rafts appeared to be in Jeopardy 
because of It. 

The second rait barrelled Into ours' 
and the Impact, coupled with the force 
of the water, pushed It dangerously 
close to the larger rocks. 

The second raft barely escaped- the 
rapids and ours spun off the rock that 
had held It.

And the Mento) lleolth Law Project 
which h/is Its headquarters here. 

The first suit, which includes os 
plaintiffs four mentally retarded who 
are patients at " the state mental 
Institution at Outwood, Ky., seeks to. 
prevent the state from building a 
modem facility nearby. 

The suit argues that the area Is so 
remote that It is not served by any 
public transportation system, and 
that construction of such a facility 
would contravene federal law calling 
for the treatment of the mentally 
retarded, ulicrc possible. In group 
homes, foster homes and other 
community-based residences. 
.' The second suit accuses Joseph A. 
Colafono Jr., the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, of seeking to 
spend $&5 million to renovate St. 
Elizabeths hospital, a huge psychia- 
tric institution in the District of 
Columbia. 

SL ElizalMths, which is owned by 
the ' federal government. Is an

ordered ail the extras to leave and

After calling. on the Holy Spirit to 
rule the proceedings, the cardinals 
disposed of preliminary business and 
cleared the way for the casting of the 
first ballot today. 

The cardinals themselves probably 
ore relieved the lime has come for 
them to keep their appointment with 
church history.

For lesser reasons, others were 
glad it's Friday.

I did not realize 
until now that no man can succeed In a . 
society which Is falling, Every man's 
greatest need is to help the society to 
which he belongs tbsuccced." 

All of this Is suggestive of the nature 
and need of leadership In our country 
today. 

There are really only two solutions 
to problems of leadership. Incompe- 
tent leaders must be removed from 
their places of power and replaced by 
belter qualified and more capable 
leaders. In our nation the power to do ■ 
this is'sllll in the hands of the citizens. 
If they really want a change of 
icadersllp, they can certainly secure 
It. 

On the other hand, It they want to 
keep the leaders they have they must 
appreciate and support them. ,Thla 
week I received a college bifUctln. It 
reported that on anonymous donor 
had given a million dollars to the 
college in appreciallon of the outstan- 
ding Icadershp Its president had . 
provided for more than seven years.-*' 
There Is nothing quite like apprecia- 
tion to take the stoop out of h leader's 
step, put the sparkle back In his^'yes 
and give hlrh a now vision of the 
■ future. Let's all use II more 
frequently!

Alabama politics: scandals and court eases

MONTGOMERY, Aln — The symbol, of Alabama's past 
sits quietly In the governor'B office these dnys. George 
WoUnco Is looltltig oheod lo January when ho leaves office 
and politics tor good. 

His only definite plan so for Is to lead a grou;J of 
AlQbnmlans on, n tour of the Holy Land early next year, 
taking a fee for his services. - 

All around him is the stirring of the men who want to 
succeed him. candlditcs who are portraying the'mficlvea 
OS the person the state needs olter Wallace's long reign. 
None of them, even his longtime polltle&l enemies, dare 
say anything unkind about the crippled governor, but their 
campaign billboards around the state arc sending the 
people a message: "It's Time for a New Beginning," and 
"It's Timeto Get on Down That Road." 

This is supposed to be the election year In Alabama — 
and the nation — has been welting for since. 1902, when 
■ Wnlloce won his first term as governor and. got o 
hammerlockonthlsstote'spolitlcs. ' ,. - 

Every mojor stote offlce, hicludlng both U.S.. Senate 
scats. Is up t<ff grabs in the Sept. 5 primniy, and for the 
first time in' 10 years the name Wallace will not be on the 
ballot. 

.As the politicians, eager to exorcise the demons from 



Alabama's political psyche, proclaim the beginning of a 
new era, thefr political consultants and' advertising 
wizards are busy creating images to fit the expectations. 

But something is wrong. Things are not going according 
to the New South script. 

This Is'as mean an election as veteran observers here 
can recall. Candidates are getting personal in.thclr attacks 
on each other. Cries of "cheap shot" are heard across the 
political landscape. 

State Democratic party officials, concerned about the 
"filthy" smear sheets being anonymously circulated, lost 
week urged candidates to sniff out tile culprits In their 
camps so they con be prosecuted. 

The race Issue is no longer a political stimuiont, but 
politics here still has a gamy flavor that is lliiely tosurvlvc ' 
Wallace and his cronies. This new gcncroHon of Alabama 
politicians is'not exactly unblemishcdl Wallace may have, 
been a racc-bailcr and a spoils system polfllclan, but he 
never was called upon to answer some of the questions that 
are dogging several of this year's major candidates 

There's state Attorney General Dill Baxley. a feisty 
populist who promises he's "tough enough to be a good 
governor.'.' Since announcing his candidacy for governor 
earlier ' this year, he has undergone two grand Jury 
Investigations Into his personal finances. The grand juries 
foiind no wrongdoing on his part, but aucslions persist. _ 



The Montgomery Advertiser newspaper revealed that 
the 3fi-year-old attorney general Is a -high roller in Las 
V^gQs gambling casinos (he allcgcdiy has won and'Iost 
500,000 In one nl^t) and raised other questions Baxley 
hasn't answered to everyone'ssatlsfactlon. Where did 
Baxley, on a state salary of 547,500, get the $42G,0OO he 
Invested In coffee commodities over a two-year period? 
And how did he cover the 5119.000 In checks he wrote on a 
New Orleans bank controlled by his friend LauIs Roussel? 

Baxley admits owing 18 different banks money, .^ut he 
refuses to say how much. 

^ Another leading Democratic contender for the gubcma- ^ 
torlal nomination, Albert Brewer — lieutenant governor 
' under Wallace's wife. Lurlcen, in.l9i56 and her successor 
for 32 months after her death —.keeps gelling asked, 
mostly by Baxley, about the $400,000 he received in 1970 
from Richard Nixon's campaign committee.

Yet, his. campaign billboards 
pronounce him "Just Fine." 

Democratic U.S. Rep. Walter Flowers; who Is running 
for the U.S. Senale seat being vacated by retiring John 
Sparkman, can't seeftT to shake questions- about 
Kpreagate. cheating on his travel vouchers and a 
■ "Washington Star Ear column hinting that Flowers, whose 
wife lives in Alabama, has a womijn friend in Washington. 

The gossip item has. been reprinted in several small 
weekly newspapers around the state and copies ^rp In wide 
circulation. '"" 
. .Flowers has conceded he made a mistake by charging' 
^■automobile mileage for several trips between the stote and 
Washington when he actually Hew.

Canada Dry Cola (called Sport In 
the Middle East) and 7-Up entered the 
Cairo maritct In mid-June. .They 
Joined' Pepsi-Cola, -which has been 
bottled In Egypt for 20 years. Pepsi is 
being produced at top capacity. 

Coca-Cola, o' product on the Arab 
boycott list, is not sold in Egypt. Sl- 
Cola, a local imitator, took jxi'cr the 
plant of Coca-Cola when It was forced 
out of Egypt a decade ago. Now Si- 
Cola sells every twttlcit can turn out 
-even' though there have been com- 
.pIalntsaboutits(]UBllty. 

Other beverage companies arc 
exploring the possibility of doing 
business In Egypt. A British market- 
ing expert who recently visited the 
country said: "I wcnt'to Alexandria to 
Ipok at prospective plant locations. At 
one site I was told I was the. fourth 
person to visit the spot in twb weeks." 

The Egyptian government 
estimates that last year's soft-drink 
production — 50 million cases of 24 
bottles each — was only half ^ the 
amount needed to meet the demand. 
Of those 50 million coses, 27 million 
were Sl-Cola and 17 Alillon were 
Pcpsi-Cola. The remaining 6 million 
coses., come from several small 
Egyption plants that bottle brightly 
colored citrus-flavored drinks under 
voriDus names. Most of these plants, 
the govcmmcnl concedes, fall lar 
short of sanitary standards. 

Production of soft drfnks is part of 
Egypt's current flvc-ycar pldn.

Ryan was boni six weeks prematu- 
rely and Is still some six weeks behind 
most children of eight months, but he 
is a healthy, bright eyed baby and his 
parents say. Is gaining weight dally.

He was Immediately taken from 
her and Within seconds Dr. E. M. 
Wright and a team ■ ot respiratory 
therapists were at work on the Infant.

"I gucs3 I could have dnmngcd Ills 
lungs, but I did it the way I had been 
trained ond it worked," he soys. 

Without this help the baby, would 
probably not hove reached the 
hospital alive. Dr. Wright Just hap- 
pened to t>e 'on Ih'Cflrst floor of the 
hospital and reached emergency In a 
maltta' of seconds. 

"The nurses told me If he had t>ceh 
even on the third floor, the extra time 
needed to reach emergency would 
have l>cen too long," Pam says of that 
fateful day. 

After 10 days In the hospital Ryan 
went home, but he took with him a 
new "friend", a small heart monitor

Trial ends in Gooding suit to collect tuition

GOODING-— Tultlon-frce transfers 
' to Gooding schools were denied by the 
Bliss school board In Uie best Interests 
of the students, th^. former Bliss 
school superintendent testified In 
court Friday.

Under extensive cross- 
examination, the former Bliss 
"siqic'rlntcndcnt defended the quality 
of. education offered the ,somc I3S 
students enrolled durlnghls fiveycars 
OS administrator. He was questioned 
by William Mauic, a Boise attorney . 
. representing a group of Bliss parents 
who have filed a third party-Bult 
against the OUss School District, . 

The parents also arc defendants in 
the original civil suit filed about three 
years ago by the Gooding School 
District to force (he parents- to pay 
tultltlon after — they — cnroHed— their~ 
..children in the Gooding schools. 

Because it Is expected that the case 
will reach the Idaho-Supreme Court, 
Judge Kramer said he wanted all 
complaints tried "as one package." 



The case Is ejtpected to have 
statewide significance In establishing 
the rights o( parents, to ■ obtain a 
"minimal quality" education for their 
Children tuition free If It cannot be 
provided In their home district. 
. The parents claim the Bliss school 
district failed to act In the Irest 
interests of their children when it 
denied the tuition free transfer In 
I975-7G. The Gooding school txtard has 
said it could not accept the children 
tuition free since Bliss did not approve 
the transfer. 

During the closing moments of the " 
trial. Judge, Kramer denied a motion 
by Mauk asking for an injunction 
against the Gooding School Board, 
which only lost week decided again to 
charge the Bliss parents tuition. 

For some time the Gooding board's 
position has been to await the 
oulcome'of the lawsuit before resum- 
ing billing for tuition. 

Kramer said the Bliss parcots had 
testified they could afford to pay the 
tuition but-dld not as a matter of 
principal.
